attached  please  find  our  latest  and  what  we  feel  ought  to  be  last  redlined  edits  to  the  PSAs  for 
the  Ouray  County  Claims. 

With  regard  to  the  total  acreage  of  the  USFS  acquisitions  as  shown  on  the  QCD,  I have 
revised  back  up  to  the  1 36.432  number.  While  you  were  correct  to  use  the  number 
131 .67  to  account  for  the  50%  acquisition  of  the  Humbolt  claim,  when  figuring  the  purchase 
price  based  on  $500  an  acre,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  upper  number  is  still  the  correct  number 
for  the  QCD  in  that  it  is  the  total  number  of  acres  of  the  deal,  even  though  USFS  is  acquiring
